though it is to be inferred that if a 
htisband becomes undesirable, be can 
pack his dress-vuit ease and •nd a 
boarding house elsewhere 

This new enterprise will do its part 
toward solving the bousing shortage, 
but it will do more than that. It la a 
step toward economic freedom for a 
sex which has been more or less in 

bondage aince the world begaa.

Sooner or later every normal child 
will be curious aa to hts origin. Fortu- 
note is thc one whose mother real- 
izes the importance of anawering 
truthfully thia natural qucation of 
origin and of anawering it aoon 
enough, that ia. before harmful and 
ugly thoughta have been put into thij 
child'a mind by ignorant or vicious 
peraona. Anj- mother can prepare thej 
way for a fi*l! answer aa soon as her 
child ia old enough to bc interested! 
in planting a aced and watching it 
grow. If tMrt ia no ont-of'doora gar- < 
den at hand, a pretty way to impart 
the knowledge is to plant .i bean in 
a flower pot and intcreat the ■.htld in 
watching ita growth from day to day. 

How pleaaed he will be when the 
bean plant begins to bfoaaomf Try to 
make this blossoming important, and 
thus hold his intcreat. Show the little 
bfoaaom to hia fricnda and playmates, 
or better atill. encourage him to show 
it Tell him that he must not pick thc 
bloaaom because from it will coinc 
more brans How can that be? .Wait 
and seei If possible place the plant in 
an open window where the bees catt 
find t!ie flowers.

tached to the pod by a liny stem. Tell 
the child how the life of the mother 
plant passes into the little young 
beans and feeds them and enables 
them to grow until thev are large 
enough to leave the tuotlu r plant and 
start out in life for themselves. When 
the young beans are fully formed and 
quite readv the bean pod opens and 
the beans fall out. and, if they fall on 
good soil in time they too will begin 
to sprout and grow into other bMn 
plants 

Show the child as many seeds and 
seed pods as possible, those hanging 
from the trees, those growing on the 
plants and weeds in the garden. All 
flowers grow from seeds. Everything 
that lives seems to come from seeds. 
Why. yes. even the little young kitten 
started as a tinv seed that grew in a 
place prepared for it within its moth- 
er We should be very careful of the 
mother cat. very kind and gentle with 
her and never hurt her. Teach the 
child to respect motherhood in the 
animals as well as in humanity: give 
him a lovelv thought about mothers 
and their and their voung children, 
and thus make motherhood beautiful 
and sacred in his mind Make the 
develo()nient and birth of the infant 
life «o familiar and so natural to the i 
child that when the time comes for

State Board of Health Now Is 
Prosecuting Paducah Negro 
Doctor for Failurt to 



I.ouisville. March '.'(^ - -I'bystcians 
are made responsible for the report- 
ing of births at which they assist by 
the Vital Statistics bill of 191.V and 
the Sutc Board of Health intenda. 
under the provW o a of tha law which 
provided for the punishment of doc- 
tors who willfulfy or through negli- 
gence shirk their responsibility in the 
matter, to prosecute all physicians 

who fail to aarin the r ap a rta caUad for 

hv law. 

This annoiiiicvmetit was made here 
by j I". HIackerby, State Registrar of 
Vital Statistics, who has just return- 
ed from Paducah, where he went when 
his attantfcm waa called to tha fact 
that negro physidana there were not 
making the reporta contemplated by 
law with the regularity called for. 
While in I'adiicab he swore our four 
warrants against S. II Joyce, a negro 
physician, each charging him with 
failure to report a birth, and Mr. 
HIackerby states that similar remiss- 
ness anywhere in Kentucky, either 
atnong white or negro phyaidaaa, will 
receive precisely Vnt aaaia tfaalwaat 
at hia handa. 
The law providea that each failure 

to report a birth is puniahaMa bjT a 

fine of from $."> to $20.

What American farmers are moat 

suffering from today is the fact that 
from .l.fMM.OOO to S.000.000 wage earn- 
ers of manufacturing induatriea Im 
this country are out of work. Bvsry 
one of these workcda ia a large eon- 
•aaMT of oar owa agricultural prod* 
ucta whaa ha ia getttag a tat pay ea- 
volopa once a weak. So fa his famflv. 
When hia pay ia cut off he and hia 
family reduce their consumption of 
farm prodncta and everything else. 
And when from 11,000,000 to 30.000,- 
000 American consumers, the best 
livers and strongest buyers of food 
products in the world, thus curtail 
their spendings on the table the 
.American farmer with his food pro- 
ducts to sell gets a bodv blow 

Rut if thc tariff bill paaaed by Con- 
gress for the relief of the 'farmers had 
a chance on earth to escape the Preai- 
dent's veto it would throw perhapa a 
million, possiblv two million, mora 
wage earners in manufacturing in- 
dustries out of work. Their present 
purchasing power withdrawn from 
the home market, in addition to tha 
purchasbig power of thc three to five 
million wage earners already oat, 
would put the finishing touch on tba 
misery of thc American farmer. 

This crude, ehmay and dishonest 
tariff, if in operation, would kill off 
the purchaaing power of another mil- 
lion or so of conanming wage camera, 
because it would stop the purchauM 
of foreign countries which are now 
buying our manufactured exports by 
the billions of dollars. Canada, our 
second largest customer in the world 
pays us, and must pay us. for what 
•he buys from us largely with agri- 
cultural products and other raw ma- 
terials. So must .South America. So 
must the West Indies. So in truth 
must other continents and countries. 
If our raw material imports from 
them were shut out they would have 
to stop buying our manufacturers, for 
the good and sufficient reason that 
they then could find no way to pay 
for them 

When our exports of manufactures 
were relatively meagre, as they were 
only a few years before the war, cut- 
ting them off entirely would not have 
been a great shock Now when they 
are so colossal as to be measured in 
billions of dollars a heavy reduction 
of our exports of manufacturers, not 
to mention elimination of them, could 
spell nothing but national disaster. 

For Congress then to try to help 
the .American farmer at a time like 
this by closing down more home in- 
ilustries and throvvitig more wage 
earning consumers out of work, when 
the fanner's market depends over- 
whelmingly on the purhasing power 
of the home consumer, is like offering 
to cure a fanner's toothache by cut- 
ting his throat 

Rut the Senate knows, and the 
House knows, that this tariff, which 
would he deadly to the American 
farmer, will not escape the Preai- 
dent's disapproval, will not be re- 
passed over his veto, and therefore 
will not become a law. So, not to 
mince words, as Senator Mosea haa 
not minced them in denouncing hia 
fallow members for their humbug ac- 
tion, this tariff measure is nothing 
but a plain fraud — and a fraud on thc 
farmer himaclf.— New York Herald.

nest, prelerahlv after dark, given a 
few ni vt en^ts. and shut in to prevent 
her from returning to the old one. If 
she sits ,|uietlv on the nest egK* 
should he taken otT on the evening of 
the follow ini; day. and the eggs to he 
inriihaled placed in the ncSt On he 
ing freed, she probably will return to 
her old nest; if so. she should be 
should be carried back and set quiet- 
ly on the eggs She should be handled 
in this manner until on being let off 
she returns to the new nest rather 
than to the old one. It sometimes 
takes only two or three days, and 
seldom more than a week, to break 
a hen front returning to her old nest. 
Turkev hens do not ordinarily comi 
off for feed and water more than once 
every '2 or 3 days, but when confined 
they should have a chance to come otT 
every day. Occasionally a turkey hen 
docs not come off at all. and in such 
case she should be taken off once a 
day. as otherwise she will die on the 
nest. 

On coming off her nest the first 
thing a iurk( \ lien does is to stretch 
her wings, sti^ Kingerly for a few 
steps, and then she often takes a run- 
ning start and flies for a short dis- 
tance Exercise of this sort helps 
greatly to keep a sitting hen in good 
condition, and for this reason it is not 
well to confine her to a small space. .\ 
dust bath is greatly enjoyed by sit 
ting hens, and helps to keep them free 
from vermin. Whole com is a good 
feed, and fresh water and grit should 
always be accessible. 

Lice are a great annoyance to sit- 
ting hens, and ^re one of the worst 
enemies of young poults To prevent 
their getting a start, the hen should be 
4nsteo thoroughly with sodium fluo- 
ride or some good lice powder before 
ahe is ptaced on the nest. The nesting 
aMterial should be kept clean, and if 
the eggs become dirty they should he 
washed with a soft cloth dipped in 
lokcwarm water. Just before the 
yotths are to hatch, the old nesting 
iMterial should be replaced with clean 
atraw.

Camden, N. I.. March SS.— The 
United States battleahip Colorado, 
sister ship to the Maryland and one 
of the superdreadnaughts authorized 
in 191 «. was laimched today at the 
yard of the New York ShipbaiMing 
Corporation. ^ 

The vessel is the largest ship of war 
ever built on the Deleware nver and 
after she had been swunpi across 
stream by the tugs which picked her 
her np after she took the water she 
seemed to extend a third of the way 
acroas the river. She was christened 
by Mrs. Ruth Nicholson Melville, a 
daughter of Senator Samuel D. Nich- 
olson of Colorado. Theodore Roose- 
velt. AssisUnt Secretary of the Navv, 
who stood beside Mrs. Melville, maile 
a speech at a luncheon following the 
launching, in which he warned those 
present that the country waa facing a 
critical period and that it ia unwiae to 
listen to the sincere pacifists and sin- 
cere fools who are against a big navy. 

The Cok>rado is the second of ele- 
ven superdreadnoughts authorised in 
191K. Her sister, the Maryland, ia near- 
ing completion at Newport News and 
will be commisahmcd this jrear. Three 
other ships of thf same claaa are also 
under coaatractioe. 

Ahhottgh more powerful than any 
other warships now in commission, 
the Colorado and the four veasels im- 
mediately in her claaa ifiXi not long 
retafai their supermacy as the nayy's 
most formidalMa fiahtiaa machines, 
for the six other shlpa <» the eleven 
provided for in ipid witt aarpaaa tham 
in tonnage and armament. These lat- 
ter ships will carry one more gun to 
a turret than the Colorado and her 
sisters, and will be required to develop 
a speed of 23 knots agginat tN SI re- 
quired of the othera. 
• When she is fully armed the Colo- 
rado will have a main battery of four 
turrets, with two Itt-inch guns to each 
turret. She and the Maryland will be 
the tirst Ainerian ships to carry 16-in. 
guns, hut the six great craft yet to be 
built will be armed with Ig^ia. pieces. 

The Colorado will have a secondary 
battery of fourteen S-in. rifles, four 
:<-in anti-aircraft guns, and two tor- 
pedo tubes She is rt:.'4 feet long and 
will he driven by four electric drive 
turbines, constructed to develop 88,- 
IMM) horsepower. She will carry a crew 
of sivty-tive officers.

Ic.itlu r article i> almost certain 
to inildiu if kept in a warm, damp, 
<hirk place, sui li as a closet, cellar, or 
stable This mildew proliahlx will not 
seriously reduce the serviceability of 
the leather, unless allowed to remain 
on i^ too long. It may, however, 
change tlu color appreciably thua in> 
jiiring the appearance. 

The simplest way to prevent mildew 
ing says the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, is to keep the 
leather in a well-ventilated, dry, well- 
lighted place, preferably one expoaed 
to the sunlight. Mildew can not make 
much headway in the sunshine. When 
mildew develops, it should be washed 
off with soap and warm water, or 
simply wiped off with a moist cloth, 
drying the leather well afterwarda. 
These simple meaaurcs are better than 
the use of preparatkMW to provont tho 
growth of mildew.
